I continue to search for the Ann C. Syphrett who supposedly married 
George 

Ezekial Dukes about 1826 or 1827. So far the results have been fairly 
negative, 

so I'm hoping someone can help. 


As far as I can tell, Christine Weaver Shuler is the source of the 
information 

that Ann. C. Dukes was originally a Syphrett. Does anyone know where 
she got 

that information? It isn't referenced in her OGSGS lineage chart or 
her Dukes 

lineage in her Shuler history. She also identifies Ann's father as 
Frederick 

Syphrett. At present that doesn't look likely to me. 


I've gotten tons of Syphrett information from Lois Danley in Florida. 
I've also 

written to Rev. Syphrett, although no response yet. However, in the 
tons of 

Syphrett data that I have the will of Frederick Syphrett is included. 
No Ann C. 

and no George E. Dukes. He includes a large number of people, and Ann 
and 

George were alive long after his death. Either they were badly 
estranged at the 

time of his death or Ann wasn't his daughter. Also, Ann and George had 
11 known 

children, none named Frederick. Also, no Elizabeth among the girls. I 
just 

don't think Ann C. Dukes was a daughter of Frederick and Elizabeth 
Syphrett. 


There are two Syphrett possibilities for Ann's father in the census, 
wD. 

Syphrett" in the 1810 census and John Syphrett in the same year.

there is a Syphrett shortage in the 1820 census, making them hard to 
track. I 

think 1820 was a bad year for the Orangeburgh census. The Avingers are 
also 

missing in 1820, which is like losing an elephant in your house. 


However, I also note that in the tons of Syphrett info sent by Lois 
there is no 
reference at all, anywhere, to a marriage between an Ann Syphrett and 


a George 

Ezekial Dukes. Since the material Lois sent reflects a great deal of 
research, 

it makes me wonder how the marriage could have been missed if there is 
actually 


a record somewhere. So, In wonder if Ann C. Dukes was a Syphrett at 
all. 


I would appreciate any help on this, any ideas about where the 
original 
references came from, and so forth. I know it isn't Ann's burial 


monument in 
the Dukes cemetery near St. George; that just says "Ann C. Dukes" and 


her dates 
(10 Oct 1809-14 Oct 1881). 


In short ... . help, I'm drowning in Syphretts and not a one to 
confidently 
put on my lineage chart!
